wherein a front portion of the base is removably attached to a central portion of the 

base, the removable front portion of the base forming one of the outboard compartments, the 

remaining portion of the base forming a functional cart having four wheels attached thereto. 

(Currently Amended) The manually propelled janitorial cart according to claim [[1]]8, 
wherein the central wheels have a diameter larger than the outboard wheels.

being a wet zone compartment, and a third zone separation zone being a trash holding com- 
partment, the trash holding compartment being between the goods storage compartment and the
